The project which hail been attracting 


our notice for eoma time past in, regard to 
a city hospital is a meritorious and wor- 
thy oVjict and in soma measure interests 
every resident of our city in its behnlf 
That waneed a hospital it sajing too lit- 
tle. It lias become a necessity, and aa the 
city enlarges each year some rucana ol 
providing for the invalid poor, ns well as 
our transient sick, will boooma inoro and 
more nccessaiy. The ball has been sot to 
rolling by the ladies and success seems 
certain to crown their eff ,rts. Tho pomU 
mare particularly under notice now are : 
Tho location and plan of builiiog, after 
which will come tho furmshicg, appoint- 
ing of of hospital staff and medical at- 
tendants. 
Various opinions have been 


given in regard to the location, and some 
very good suggestions have been made. 
My idea is that the Icca'ion should be in 
the city or immediate \icmity, snd should 
consist at least of a half acre of ground. 
A plot of ground the size mentioned is 
of 
sufficient sue, and no spread 
of 


disease would ever emanate from the hoe- 
pital to the surrounding buildings, 
(if 


proper 
precautions wore taken), even 


though the building bj located in the cen- 
tre of the city. For sinitary roiaons it 
should be abhort distance from the princi- 
pal streets, to avoid noise and dnsi; on a 
slight elevation to get pure air, and where 
abundance of pure water can be obtained 
fir cleaning purposes—for in a hospital 
cleanliness is the first rule on the Hat. 
Tho hospital will be supported largely by 
donations from our citizens, and for this 
reason should be easy of accoss by a few 
minutes walk. It would also bo bad poli- 
cy to carry a patient, suffering extremely 
from bruise", broken bones, wounds, etc , 
n distance of one or two miles beforo as- 
sistance could be rendered. 
Especially 


would this be the case in bad roads. 


There are many other reasons why the 


hospital 
should 
bo 
located 
near 


at 
hand. 
The 
pest-house, 
which 


is, 
or 
should 
be, 
a 
separate 


building from the hospital may be as far 
from the city as you like, and to that 
should go sll cases of a very contagious or 
malignant character. In this way no fear 
need bo sppr-hendei by locating the hos- 
pital m the oily. The location best suited 
for tho building (ia my mind) is the one 
mentioned by the HBUAI.D on Saturday, 
situated near tho oid cemetery, north of 
the city. It aeema to po'sssi all tha natu- 
ral advantages which we are; after, and 
think th'o oo'mmift'ee would do well to take 
a look at.this vicinity and report. The 
buildmg>~need~ "not necessarily be very 
extensive, a» in .all probability there will 


,'r.o. be ccore than an average of twenty 
1 patient) daring the entire year. 


A very good plan for an small hospital 


milding would be an upright part o! two 
tories used for general hoipital pn rpos«§ 
and two wingp, one on each side, a story 
each in height, being for the two wards, 


.ale and female. This kind of structure 


may 
ba 
made

brick or wood, 


and of dimensions adapted to the amount 


f money used for building. A structure 
;ter the above style, of sufficient ii 
H.ilt temporarily, would cost but two or 
.hree thousand dollar* and would me»t the 
wantsoF tha city until a building could 
30 ereotod whioh would be a credit as wel 
as an ornament to the city.
